DISCUSSION ROUSED 



Declaration That Low Tem- 
pérature Carboniziation Is 
Impossible' Protested 

"Many major 'probleriis were met 
and had to bo- overcome in the de- 
velopment of the practical application 
of . high tejmperaturo- cArttphte^tion ' of 
coal theories," stated iA'SSîî^^MÎv'itt' 

during ' the coursé of his ^^PS 

'Tuesday . night in ' the ''rf^MaE.' 
donald ^. Physics Buildlrig.' This is 
one of the series of' lectures offered 
by tho Fuel Symposium, ' under . the 
auspices of tho Physical Society. 

..The .lecturer first outlined his Idea 
.;^p^|iHeiiine'thod of formation of, coal 
unde'risroiind, and the early processes 
_by which coke -was manufactured. 
Evidence points to it's early discovery 
by the Chinese, though it did not 
come into America until after 1800. 
Two Vsrietlea of Coke 
There . aro two kinds' of coke, , thirt, 
produced in Bee-hive ovens, ' -as :^nu 
as that produced in By-product- ovens. 
In the •formér, ,alll ;the . volatile pro- 
ducts,, afe lost, whereas , in tho 'lattef 
these are retained. This accounts, for 
the great increase in the use ot thé 
latter.. type in' recent' years. Though 
coal-gas was first, discovered in 1609, 
ithe^two industries of coke and>'coal- 
îgas production ; did not develop to- 
igethér.;;,One of the first difficulties 
enobûiiteréd was in the control of the 
flow of gas, and this stilll cp'n- 
timies ppo .of the miiJôT'^it^ltiaiùtsX

By Chief Chemist 



Oregon Professor Gives 

History of InsuranGe 



Jouberta Dairy was host TuMday 
afternoon to a group of Commorco '33 
utudcnta. . They wore shown around 
the plant by h. Belorme, tho chief 
chemist, who explained to them the 
intricacies of large scale dairy pro- 
ductlon. The company markets mlUc, 
cream, butter, ice-cream, buttemiUk, 
condenMd nllk, and varloua by-pro- 
ducts, and everything la coaneoUon 
with ^heso was shown and explained 
to the visitors. The tour took a^out 
an hour end a hait, and at the end 
of it, the group was served refresh- 
ments. 

When the anUk ■^lifjtlntW^elvri 
from tho fajnner it'is su^Jooted to a 
sediment t«sti In order to detertnlno 
the amount of foreign material pre- 
sent. When this lu imduly high, the 
inllk Is returned without being used.-

It also tells 
some rather queer "beiievo It or not" 
circumstances through which the 
modem economic world has emerged. 

If one was to guess as to how the 
first Insurance underwriter got his 
start In life. It might be 'said that 
he wag a. self-made man or perhaps 
a good salesman. 

'On the contrary, he knew how to 
drink good coffee, or at least he 
knew hla coffee house. That Is one 
of the reveiatlons of a stydy of the 
history of Insurance," said Guy 8. 
Claire, law professor, while address- 
ing the Insurance underwriters of 
îiane county at a meQtlng yester- 
day. Mr. Claire teaches ' insurance 
and discussed the subject as "the 
history of . insurance as a background 
to its problems." 

As early as 1688 seafaring men 
liked to sip coffee on Tower street 
in London. Lloyd's Coffee House 
and Edward Lloyd 'were hosts. 'It 
became a custom for those preséut 
to examine the circumstances of a 
certain vessel going out te sea. They 
passed around a slip and each peldg- 
éd himself to ascertain amount, of 
liability for the vessel to the insurer 
If they «0 desired' Tho first under- 
writer thus came into being.
